To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Stone  Urban  District  Council. 

Mr*  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

A  full  representation  of  the  health  of  the  district  is  given  in  the 
following  pages  and  below  are  some  features  of  the  Report* 

The  population  for  the  Urban  District  in  mid  1972  was  10,970  which  is 
an  increase  of  20  over  1971* 

The  number  of  lives  births  for  the  year  is  171  which  is  a  decrease  of 
11  over  1971*  This  gives  a  live  birth  rate  for  the  area  of  15*6,  England 
and  Wales  14*8 • 

The  number  of  deaths  from  all  causes  amounted  to  131  -  a  decrease  of 
43  from  1971*  This  gives  a  death  rate  for  the  area  of  11.9,  England  and 
Wales  12*1*  During  1972  8  children  in  this  district  died  under  the  age  of 
one  year. 

It  will  be  seen  that  the  commonest  cause  of  death  is  heart  disease 
with  a  total  of  43*  Cerebrovascular  disease  (i.e.  "strokes)  and  malignant 
diseases  aro  next  with  21  and  19  respectively. 

Motor  Accidental  There  were  3  fatalities  during  the  year. 

Social  Security  Act,  1966:  No  action  was  taken  under  the  Act  during  the  year. 

The  number  of  infectious  diseases  notified  during  the  year  amounted  to 
215  oases.

Domiciliary  Nursing  and  G-eneral  Practitionery  Services* 

District  Nurses,  Midwifery  and  Health  Visitor  services  are  provided  by 
the  County  Council  under  the  administration  of  the  Stafford  Area  Health 
Committee,  Family  doctor  services  are  supplied  in  the  Stone  Urban  District 
by  eight  general  practitioners* 

Hospital  Services* 

Out-patients  and  general  hospital  services  are  available  at  Stafford 
G-eneral  Infirmary  and  the  North  Staffordshire  Hospital  Centre,  Aged  and 
chronic  sick  cases  are  accommodated  at  Trent  Hospital,  Stone,  for  treatment 
and  Part  III  accommodation  under  the  County  Council  if  required;  aged  and 
other  persons  are  accommodated  at  "Roseneath” ,  under  the  auspices  of  the 
Stafford  County  Welfare  Department, 

Yamfield  Hospital,  which  was  formerly  the  infectious  diseases  hospital 
for  the  district,  admits  convalescent  cases  from  the  Stafford  hospital  and 
other  hospitals  in  the  region. 

When  required,  cases  of  infectious  diseases  are  admitted  to  Bucknall 
Hospital,  Stoke  on  Trent,  and  Moxley  Hospital  Birmingham,:, 

School  Clinics  and  7/elfare  Services, 

These  are  held  at  the  St,  Michael* s  Hall,  Stone,  and  the  Community 
Centre,  Walton  and  administered  by  the  Staffordshire  County  Council, 

Clinics  are  held  at  the  following  times: 

Infant  Welfare  Centre,  St,  Michael1 s  Hall  :  Weekly  Thursday  afternoons, 
Walton  Community  Centre  :  Weekly  Wednesday  afternoons. 

School  Clinic,  St.  Michael's  Hall  :  Fortnightly  Thursday  mornings. 

Programme  of  vaccination  and  immunisation  of  children  and  adults  against 
poliomyelitis,  whooping  cough,  tetanus  and  diphtheria  and  also  smallpox  are 
carried  out  by  local,  general  practitioners  in  their  surgeries. 

The  Staffordshire  County  Council  also  maintain  specialised  clinics  where 
defects  of  speech,  vision  and  hearing  and  allied  conditions  can  be  treated 
when  these  are  referred  folloy/ing  school  medical  examinations,  and  by  G-eneral 
Practitioners,  Health  Visitors  and  others. 
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Health  Visiting* 


Two  full  time  Health  Visitors  are  employed  by  -the  County  Council  for 
work  in  the  district.  The  Health  Visitors  attend  all  sessions  of  school 
and  consultant  clinics,  follovdng  up  cases  as  necessary  by  visits  to  the 
home,  and  also  co-operate  with  the  Public  Health  Department  on  cases  with 
housing  difficulties. 

Tuberculosis  Services. 

A  tuberculosis  clinic  is  held  at  Stafford  G-eneral  Infirmary,  to  which 
patients  in  the  Urban  District  travel.  A  tuberculosis  Health  Visitor  is 
employed  by  the  County  Council,  operating  part-time  in  the  area,  visiting 
in  the  home  where  appropriate. 

Laboratory  Service. 

Specimens  of  milk,  water  and  suspected  unsound  foods  are  sent  to  the 
Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Stafford  for  chemical  and  bacteriological 
exmination. 

Ambulance  Service. 


The  ambulance  service  is  provided  from  Stone  Ambulance  Station  in 
conjunction  with  the  Stafford  Ambulance  Station. 

Meals  on  Whe els. 


In  accordance  with  the  Social  Security  Act,  1 966,  the  Stone  Urban 
District  Council  co-operates  with  the  W.R.V.S.,  and  James  A.  Jobling  & 

Co.  Ltd.,  in  operating  a  meals  on  wheels  services  for  the  aged  and  infirm. 
During  the  year  approximately  7*928  meals  were  delivered  by  voluntary  effort 
to  persons  where  it  was  thought  that  these  would  be  of  value.  The  cost  to 
the  recipient  is  2^p  per  meal,  the  remainder  being  shared  by  the  Local 
Authority  and  the  County  Council.  Y/e  are  very  fortunate  in  Stone  in  having 
meals  supplied  to  us  by  James  A.  Jobling  &  Co.  Ltd.,  at  an  extremely  low 
cost.  Our  thanks  are  also  due  to  the  W.R.V.S.  in  being  prepared  to 
distribute  them  for  five  days  a  week  which  is  also  very  unusual.

During  1972  there  were  205  rainless  days. 

Samples  of  final  effluent  discharged  from  the  Sev/age  Disposal  Works  to 
the  River  Trent  have  been  taken  by  the  Trent  River  Authority  and  the  County 
Health  Department  and  were  generally  satisfactory. 

Charges  for  the  reception  of  trade  effluent  continued  to  be  levied  by 
the  Council  at  8  premises  and  during  the  year  a  number  of  samples  of  trade 
effluent  taken  at  the  various  premises  indicated  in  general  that  the  Consent 
Conditions  were  being  complied  with. 

2.  Drainage. 


The  detailed  supervision  of  all  drainage  works  has  been  continued  in 
connection  with  repairs  and  improvements  to  existing  systems  and  also  of  new 
work. 

3 •  Pail  Closets  and  Septic  Tanks. 

There  is  1  house  with  a  pail  closet  emptied  weekly,  and  34  houses  have 
septic  tanks  in  the  area. 

4*  Water  Supply. 

The  mins  water  supply  for  the  Urban  District  is  provided  by  the 
Staffordshire  Potteries  Water  Board  from  Redhill  Road  Reservoir  and  during 
the  year  a  satisfactory  bacteriological  standard  has  been  maintained.  112 
samples  taken  by  the  Board  ?/ere  satisfactory  in  all  respects,  of  which  79 
were  from  the  Pumping  Station  and  33  from  Hie  supply  area. 
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21  samples  were  taken  for  chemical  analysis* 

5  visits  wcro  mad©  -bo  premises  in  connection  with  water  supply* 

New  supplies  during  1972  -  21  dwellings  were  connected  to  the  mains* 
Less  complaints  were  received  of  discolouration  of  the  water  supply  than 
for  the  year  1971* 

5*  Refuse  Collection* 


A  regular  weekly  collection  of  domestic  refuse  has  been  generally 
maintained  despite  the  increase  in  the  number  of  properties  and  corresponding 
yield  of  refuse* 

Tipping  on  Site  No*  2  at  Swynnerton  has  continued  during  the  year* 


Salvage* 

The  collection  and  disposal  of  waste  paper,  containers  and  rags  has 
continued*  Scrap  Iron  and  other  metals  are  obtained  in  small  quantities 
and  salvaged,  but  metal  containers  (cans)  are  not  recovered* 

There  has  been  a  further  reduction  in  the  yield  and  baling  of  waste 
paper  and  cardboard  during  the  year  probably  due  to  the  increasing  use  of 
plastic  and  other  similar  material  for  wrapping  purposes  and  the  fact  that 
fewer  of  the  manual  employees  appear  to  be  interested  in  baling  paper  in 
their  ovm  time  for  which  payment  is  made*
